OTTAWA, Feb. 17—(CP)—The 
growing might of. the United 
States “towers like an impending 
avalanche above the heads of the 
aggressor nations,” Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King declared in the 
House of Commons today.

NAZIS READY

Troops In Rumania May

The Bank of Canada last year earned net 
profits amounting to $4,044,460. After plac- 
ing in the rest fund the amount required by 
law, the balance, approximating $2,750,000, 
went into the public treasury, the Bank 
being owned outright by the Government. 
The amount necessary to raise by taxation 
or borrowing to meet war and other ex- 
penditures is accordingly less by that 
amount than it would be if the Bank had not 
been established or if it were a privately- 
owned institution,

The United States aid to Britain bill has 
passed the House of Representatives and the 
Senate's foreign relations committee. 

Debate will begin on the bill in the Senate 
}on Monday and there is some likelihood that 
the measure may have the complete approval 
| og the Congress before the space of ten days. 
t is my guess that it will be approved by 
jthe Senate somewhat later than that time 
jand by a vote of something like 71 to 25. 

Don’t overlook the possibility of a filibuster. 

It is interesting, however, and useful to 

know exactly what this bill provides and 
what it will do. 

Briefly, this measure will authorize Pre- 
sident Roosevelt to manufacture “defense 

| articles” — warships, planes, tanks, guns and 
| the like — for any country whose defense he 
| believes will aid the defense of the Unitea 
| States. It will authorize him to sell, lease, 
| lend or donate such weapons to these coun- 
| tries on any terms for the direct or indirect 
| benefit of his own country. 
| The program will work something like 
| this: 
The President will merge the war orders 
}of Great Britain, Greece, China and other 
nations resisting Axis aggression with the 
| defense orders of the United States. 

He will apportion these orders through 
| One central agency among private manufac- 
turers and government arsenals and ship- 
yards and make contracts with foreign na- 
tions desiring aid under the program.

| It has been asked if the United States will 
| be paid for what she sends abroad. 


| That depends upon what kind of terms 
|Mr, Roosevelt can get. He will have com- 
plete control of the terms. If the receiving 
countries have sufficient dollar assets in the 
United States, he may get agreements for 
payments in cash. If the foreign nation’s 
dollar assets are depleted, he may arrange 
| for payments in materials his country needs, 
Such as rubber, tin, magnesium or tungsten. 
| He may make contracts for the return of the 
articles or new ones after the war. Or he 
may donate the weapons outright in the 
hope and belief that their use will keep 
aggression away from America’s shores. 
| This program, as provided in the bill, wil! 
|terminate on June 30, 1943, unless it is 
| renewed by the Congress. But it may also

The 
amended bill as passed in the House 
plus the amendments suggested by

the powers of Congress as against 
the President, but even asserts in 
the Dirksen amendment new con- 
gressional powers of dubious con- 
stitutionality. 

The charge that this bill is a 
blank check delegating to the 
President vast unlimited power 
over war and peace and industry 
is simply not true. The bill giver 
the President the power to lease or 
lend out of tha existing equipment 
of the United States weapons up to 
the value of one billion three 
hundred million dollars. This equip- 
ment was procedure under appro- 
priations from express authority of 
Congress. There is in this no sur- 
render of Congressional authority 
In addition the bill provides for the 
manufacture in the United States 
or mote equipment to be made 
available by lease or loan or ex- 
change to Britain and the nations 
resisting aggression.

This section of the bill is not ac: | 


curately understood by the general 
public. The bill says in Section 6 
that “there is hereby authorized to 
be appropriated from time to time 
out of any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, such 
amounts as may be necessary to 
carry out the provisions and ac- 
complish the purposes of this act.” 
It is widely believed that this 
authorizes the President to make 
unlimited expenditures. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it does not give the 
President one penny, This section 
| does not authorize the President to 


do anything. What is does and all | 


it does, is to authorize Congress to 
appropriate money to carry out the 
purpose of the act. The President 
will have no new money when this 
| bill passes. He will not have any 
money to help Britain until Con- 
fress, after hearings in the Ap- 
propriations Committee, passes an 
appropriation bill. And he will have 
only as much money as that future 
appropriation bill appropriates. 

Tf this is news to some, it is be- 
| cause not many of us unedrstand 
the actual procedure of Congress 
| Yet a lot of things would not be 
said about how this bill surrenders 
power if the speakers would read 
and digest Section 834 of the rules 
of the House of Representatives. 
| That rule was first adopted in 1837, 


| and provides in substance that Con- 
gress cannot appropriate money for 
any purpose unless Congress has 


|Congress to make appropriations 
for that purpose. Thus in practice 
Congress always has to pass at least 
twice on every policy. First it must 
pass on the policy itself and the 
administrative machinery for ex- 
ercising it. This is called the or- 
ganic act, or the authorization; that 
what is now before 
Then, since it takes money to oper- 
ate any policy, Congress must again 
pass on the policy by appropriating 
jmoney, After the lend-leese bill is 
lew, there will have to be an ap- 
propriation bill to make it opera- 
tive.

The réal question is not whether 
this bill gives the President power

The 
same capacity for learning has been 
manifested on measures cannected 
with aid to the Allies. On the de- 
structive Vorys amendment in the 
summer of 1939, just before the war 
broke out, on the amendment which 
prevented repeal of the arms em- 
bargo and, therefore, delayed the 
placing of orders for aircraft by 
about six months, 96 per cent of the 
Republican membership of the 
House voted to retain the embargo. 
By the autumn of the same year, 
when the embargo was repealed, 
88 per cent of the Republicans op- 
sosed the repeal. Fifteen months 
ogo they did not even wish to let 
jreat Britain buy arms for cash. A 
‘ew days ago the whole Republi- 
san membership of the House Come 
mittee on foreign relations, except- 
ng Mr. Tinkham, went on record in 
favor of lending reat Britain $2,- 
900,000,000. And when the bill was 
debated in the House, there were 
very few speakers who did not say 
that in one form or another they 
wished to help the British who “in 
their valiant struggle which has 
aroused our deepest sympathy, need 
planes, guns and wer material.” 

. . 

In the light of thsi record on the 
two matters of national defense 
and aid to the Allies, it is a feir 
question whether the Republican 
party in Congress has been wisely 
led. For, as a matter of fact, it has 
steadily backed away from its own 
first commitments. To have taken 
the pacifist and isolationist position 
and stood by it would have been 
one thing. To take it and then back 
away from it, as the somber history 
of our times has unfolded, is a con- 
fession, it seems to me, that the 
Republican leaders of Congress 
have not believed in their principles 
or foreseen or judged truly the real 
course of events, 

It is a record which demonstrates 
|how badly the party needs leader- 
ship from men who understand the 
world they live in. It is a record 
of miscalculation and bad jujgment. 
/1t was this record which produced 
the revolt that caused the nomina- 
tion of Wendell Willkie. The his- 
toric failure of the old party Jeaders 
to rise above their lamentable rec- 
ord is the reason why their parly 
would not follow them in Phila- 
delphia, why the country will not 
follow them. They have not known 
where they were or what was hap- 
pening or what to do about it. Mr. 
Willkie has known and does know. 
This fact made him a popular lead- 
er, and this fact will now caure 
him to become not merely the 
titular leader but the effective lead- 
er of those who have in their keep- 
ling the future of the Republican
